A swinging bunk 
will be put ia for the president, so that 
he can rest at ease independent of the 
pitching motion of the vessel.

The great exploits 
of Slade be exploded in a simple way 
so that the very children in the taber- 
nacle in two short hours became imbued 
with skepticism concerning the imbecile 
jugglery which has been palmed off on 
mankind as the work of spirits, much 
to the discredit of those supposititious 
existences. 


A Cool Discovery lor a Warm Itoy.B 
It no doubt has been a mystery to 


many bow the iron balls inside of sleigh 
bells gut there, and it is said to bave 
taken considerable thought on the part 
of the discoverer before the idea struck 
him. 
In making sleigh bells, the iron 


balls are put inside a sand core, just 
the shape of the inside of the bell. 
Then a mold ii made just the shape of 
the outside of tbe bell. The sand core, 
with the jingle inside, is placed in the 
mold of the outside, and the melted 
metal is poured in, which fills up the 
space between tbe core and tbe mold. 
The hot metal burns the core so that 
it can be all shaken out,leaving the ball 
within the shell.

now and feel* that he will recover. We 
have encouraged him to hope so since 
the symptoms of convalescence set in. 
At first I told hip frankly tfaat he bad 
but a single chance, but as tbe dangers 
have rapidly passed and his condition 
improved, we bave reassured him. At 
one time, and for some days, be had but 
little, if any hope, of getting out of 
that bed. The progress of tbe suppu- 
ration of the wound continues satisfac- 
tory and the discharge of pus, which 
still remains healthy, this morning indi- 
cated that the extreme channel of the 
wound is being drained. There are also 
signs of the granulation of the wound, 
showing that the healing process is rap- 
idly approaching. All tbe lacerated 
tissues have,we believe, passed out. We 
are certain it is healing, and now that it 
has got to that stage, we cannot expect 
any more. Time will do the rest. Tbe 
fever has got to its lowest point, and we 
are all quite happy." 


"Doctor, when will the president be 


able to get up ?" asked the reporter. 


"I think that in three weeks be will 


be able to take a sea voyage.

to get him out in that time."

WASHINGTON, July 20,—The prison 


fare and discipline have Ukea much of 
•the starch out ot Quiteau, and bave 
even had a wilting effect upon his inor- 
dinate vanity. 
WTien first confined he 


made frequent complaints of his treat- 
ment. He regarded himself *s aa im- 
portant personage, • prisoner of state, 
and demanded better cue than was be- 
stowed oo his fellow prisoners, whom 
he denominated common felons. 
He 


protested against being put on a level 
with other prisoners, said he was * gen- 
tleman accustomed to having the best 
of fare, and in fact to luxury, and he 
insisted that he should be *o treated. 
His demands were often made in an in- 
sulting manner and usually ignored. He 
is fond of writing about himself, and' 
consumes every scrap of paper he can 
get in this way. He hag not ceased to 
complain and to demand better treat- 
ment, but hi* manner is changed. 
He 


is more subdued and apparently begins 
to realize that other* do not regard his 
crime in the light he does. 


The other day he complained that he 


did not get coffee enough. The Warden, 
allowed him two cups at a meal, while 
the other prisoners get only one. This 
concession seemed to revive his spirits 
of self-importance, and he forthwith 


_ n to put on airs again. Then his 


eitra allowance of coffee was cut off, 
whereupon he wrote a lengthy letter to 
the Warden, couched in offensive lan- 
guage and telling that officer that he 
was not fit to have charge of a man of 
such importance as Quitean. The War- 
den paid no attention to the letter, ex- 
cept to determine not to allow Guiteau 
another favor, bat to confine him to the 
most rigorous prison treatment. 
None 


of tbe guards are allowed to speak to 
Quiteau. 
The Warden and his deputy 


and the District Attorney and big as- 
sistant are the only persons who are 
permitted to exchange any words with 
the prisoner. When it is necessary tor 
one of these prisoners to see Quiteau, 
be is brought into the Warden's office, 
lacked inside with tbe official and a 
guard stationed at tbe door. 


Guiteau has abandoned all bis fop- 


pishness. At first in jail he was care- 
ful with his toilet, but now he comes 
into the Warden's room when sent for 
sometime* only half dressed. One time 
he appeared with only his shirt and 
pants on, and his pants rolled up, and 
the last time be bad OB only bis pants. 
He has never been changed from one 
cell to another as is reported. He is in 
tbe same cell he was first put in.

Besides, tbe Warden 
eoosiders Quiteau's present mode of 
confinement as secluded as it can well 
be in a jail so full of prisoners. Qui- 
tean baa no desire to escape. He knows 
the danger he would incur outside from 
popular indignation. He first beard 
that the president was getting well from 
the talk of the guards. He had been 
brought to the Warden's room to wait 
for the District Attorney, and while sit- 
ting there one of the guard* remarked 
to another that the president would re- 
cover.

ing be bad been unfaithful to his candi- 
date and was ungrateful.
